That is exactly what the | 
people desire to know before voting 
upon the expenditure of money re- 
quired for paving Michigan avenue 
three blocks. 

In reviewing the article we will 
say that Mr. Sorenaon is right in 
saying that “paving will make a nice 
appearance in our town” and that the 
people are in favor of beautifying 
the place we live in. 

Further he says it depends. upon 
whether or not the voter feels able 
to pay the cost—1% on his assessed 
valuation: In that Mr. Sorenson fails 
to go far enough. His figures are 
based upon the amount of $25,000, 
which is the amount the Council is 
limited to raise for paving purposes, 
while the aniount estimated by a 
competent engineer is only $20,000. 
And further than that about 40%. of 
thet amount. will be assessed to the 
“ners whose property abuts the 
paved area. The Council has 
lame in not making these points clear 
in their statement on the ballot. But 
such are the facts. The taxpayers will 
have to pay in the. neighborhood of 
$12,000 a7 their share of the cost of 
the pavement. We will not assume 
respon:ibility for the accuracy of} 
these figures further than to say that 
they are based upon the best inform- 
ation we have been able to obtain, 
and we believe they are quite aceur- | 
ate.
